Britain, France 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. </B- 
Behind-the-scene pressure 
mount-1 
ed today to get Britain and France 
to pinpoint a withdrawal of their 
armed forces from Egypt. It came 
as the U. N. 
General Assembly 
called a special weekend meeting 
0 the thorny Suez invasion issue. 
The Assembly prepared to act 
on a resolution by 21 Asian-Afri- 
ran nations for 
an 
immediate 
pullout from Egypt by the two 
Western powers and Israel. Many

how they would vote. The U. S. 
said It would bark It. 
The uncertainty apparently re­ 
sulted from reports that Canada 
and other commonwealth nations 
had urged Britain and France to 
! give a time limit for withdrawing, 
1 thus avoiding the need for a reso- 
j lution.

wyn Lloyd told the Assembly Rat- 
i ly Friday Britain 
would 
keep 
forces at Port Said at the North 
end of the Suez Canal until London 
felt the U. N. police force could 
effectively carry out its job, 
British officials at Port Said re­ 
ported the already promised with­ 
drawal of one battalion of British 
troops would begin Monday.

I know that a great many F a y ­ 
ette countians have never heard a 
hoot or horned owl give its weird, 
nerve - tingling calls in the late 
hours of the night. 


But until some 50 years ago these 
great horned owls (so called by the 
leathers of their ears sticking up 
like horns) made the nights more 
or less hideous to timid persons, 
and particularly those who were 
caught in the deep woods late in 
the night, walking or riding horse­ 
back. 


There is something really blood- 
chilling about those sudden calls 
of “ whoo! whoo! whoo! whoo!” as 
they are sent ringing through the 
stillness of the night, and they can 
be heard a mile or more away. 


Invariably the calls are in series 
of six. Usually the one call is an­ 
swered by another if there is anoth­ 
er owl within hearing distance. 
However before the forests were 
cleared out to a large extent these 
big, nocturnal birds, with a wing 
spread of four feet or more, were 
so abundant that their loud calls 
were heard on all sides throughout 
I the night. 
Early settlers were literally lull­ 
ed to sleep by the chorus of the 
| hooting owls, as they called back 
and forth to their mates and to 
others of their kind. 
I have not heard a hoot owl in 
'Fayette County for 30 years, but I

Rock Mills.

A rich man of past tim es once said that 
it was easier to make a million dollars 
than to dispose of it wisely. 
In a recent s p e e c h Vice Prcsid e n t 
Jam es Ii, Pipkin of The Texas Company 
recalled this, and added that, due to his 
close association with his com pany's aid- 
to-education program, he 
. .can agree 
wholeheartedly that the wise disposition 
of large sums of money is a difficult and 
challenging task.” It is also, a task, he 
went on, with which m anagem ent people 
in both large and sm all corporations are 
becoming increasingly familiar. 
As recently as 1936, corporation contri­ 
butions to scientific, educational and char­ 
itable agencies amounted to only about 
$30 million. Now the rate is around $500 
million a year, of which som e 16 per cent 
goes for educational purposes. The growth 
in such corporate spending was stim ulat­ 
ed by a change in the income tax laws 
making the contributions tax-exem pt up 
to five per cent of net income. A friendly 
stockholder’s suit, in which the courts up­ 
held the validity of this type of corporate 
action, w as also an important factor. 
Mr. Pipkin, clearly, is convinced that 
such aid to education is vitally important 
and that more and m ore concerns should 
participate. The need is great. Since be­ 
fore World War ll, he says, enrollment in 
the non-tax-supported colleges and univer­ 
sities has increased som e 200 per cent.

Few things can be more irri­ 
tating to someone who is ill than 
an inconriderate visitor. Even for 
someone who is recovering, and 
happily looking forw ard to get­ 
ting on his feet soon, a visit by a 
thoughtless iriend can quickly 
bring gloom and despair. 
I’ve previously advised you how­ 
to be a good patient. Now let me 
tell you how to be a good sick­ 
room visitor. 


Eight Rules 
Dr. Russell L. Dicks, chaplain 
at the Duke University Hospital, 
has listed eight rules to follow. 
I’m going to pass them on to you. 


Grab Bag

ism and economic im perialism ” 
The answ er to this dilem m a 
lecm s to m e quite sim ple: It is 
to refuse to invest in such coun­ 
tries as arc unwilling to pro­ 
vide am ple and decent protection 
for foreign capital. 
s u c h 
countries find w hatever m ea n s 
t h e y m ay to develop their re- 
aourcea, and if they are unable 
to find adequate m eans, let them 
rem ain as weak and backw' a r d 
as they choose. 
It has for instance not served 
the United 
States 
to finan c c 
F.gypt because its effect was to 
build Na.‘*ser into a dictator who 
turned on the United States when 
he could not get all that he w ant­ 
ed. 
And sim ilarly, there i.s private 
investm ent in Arabian oil which 
is only endangering the ent i r e 
foreign policy of the I' n i t e d 
States and possibly leading the 
world lO' war, WTiile f o r e i g n 
trade has its vaJue.s, these values 
need to be weighed against the 
costs. 
For instance, years ago when 
I lived in China, I once calcu­ 
lated that lt>0 years of American 
trade and association with China 
netted the United States a loss. 
To protect that trade, the United 
States m aintained a fleet in Asi­ 
atic w aters, the Yangtze patrol, 
the m arines m Peking, the 1.5th 
Infantry in 
Tientsin 
and 
for 
•ome time after 192.5, a regim ent 
of m arines in iShanghai. 
We fought the Boxers: wp pro­ 
tected our citizens against t h e 
Taipings, against the Kuom i n- 
tang in 1911: against the C o m ­ 
munists in 1925 7: we went 
to 
w ar with Japan in 1941, and if 
e v e r y detail needs to be ac­ 
counted for, 
we m aintained an 
expeditionary forre u n d e r Uen. 
Graves in Manchuria and Siberia 
between 1918 and J92t) 
Ail these 
costs 
need 
to 
he 
weighed against the value of our 
t r a d e with China between 1841 
and 1941 which is just a century. 
The figures would be very dis­ 
couraging. 
Ci.rroU propounds the v e r y 
anund rule: 
"As H principal, this govern­ 
ment should recognize first, that 
any .sovereign nation is entitled 
to set the pattern of its o w n 


economy— even if that pattern 
is to our minds, imreali.stic and 
unsound. It is equally axiom atic 
that our natural resources and 
piihlir funds are part of o u r 
sovereignly. 
(.’onsequenlly if a foreign gov­ 
ernm ent asks our financial as­ 
sistance, it i.s entirely proper for 
the U. S, Congres.s to impose 
term s which express our predi­ 
lection both for 
private 
enter­ 
prise, and for allowing private 
capita' its appropriate functions 
in economic development. O n l y 
thus can our government p r o- 
mote the growth abroad of econ­ 
omies congenial to our own” 
And if those economics are not 
congenial to our own, it is a 
m ark of wisdom to stay out of 
those countries. It may be true 
that a very few Am ericans can 
show earnings in Soviet Russia 
during I^ n in ’s "New Economic 
Policy (N 'EP)” w'hich did n o t 
last long but, by and large, the 
economy of the United S t a l e s 
netted a loss in Russia from 1917 
to the present day. 
During World War H, S t. a lin 
got 11 billion dollars out of the 
United States, and we have had 
to defend oiirseives against Rus­ 
sia ever since. This does n o t 
mean that foreign 
trade 
is 
a 
waste or a loss; it also does not 
mean that alt foreign trade is 
beneficial. 
This much we can accept as 
likely to he true: 
money 
will 
flow to w herever the greate s t 
amount of return can im m ediate­ 
ly he earned, even at consider­ 
able risk. That is the essence of 
the capitalistic system , in which 
enormous risks are taken usually 
in anticipation of a profit after 
losses are deducted. 
Today when private cap i t a I

value of $130 or more. 
Howe spent many years in Wash I 
tngton C. H. but at present resides t 
in Mount Sterling, and dev o t e s | 
much of his time to running his ! 
line of 125 traps along v a r i o u s 
streams, and in areas 
where 
he 
knows the animals may be trap­ 
ped. He has been trapping 
f o r 
more than 25 years. 
The mink, which were c h o ice, 
brought around $15 each, the musk­ 
rats $1 or 
more, 
and 
raccoons 
around $1. 
He disposed of them at J o b e 
Rum er's raw fur station, in t h e : 
rear of the Surplus Sales Co. store 
on S. Fayette St. 
Burner has been buying and 
selling furs for SS years, and I 
was amazed to know that in a 
single day this fall he had pur­ 
chased as many as 200 muskrats, 
many raccoons, minks, opossums 
and foxes. 
Friday, following the bitter cold 
night and the snowfall, he was ac ) 
cumulating many animals, with the 
pile of muskrats gradually increas­ 
ing as tne day w ? jt by,

MOST 
of 
the 
m uskrats 
a r e 
brought in without being skinned, 
and Rumer long since has become 
an expert in skinning all kinds of 
animals. 
Buying and selling raw furs still 
is “ big business,” in Fayette Coun­ 
ty. 
Herman Crabtree, who operates 
a cream station on Main St. in 
J e ffe rs o n v ille , 
recently 
caught 
three muskrats that were different 
from any he had previously trap­ 
ped 
All had a great deal of white on 
their bellies, their feet were white 
and part of their long, flat tails, 
also were white. 
At least one cf them had a 
white “star” in the middle of its 
forehead, 
and 
all 
apparent I y 
w-*re this year’s rats as they were 
not as large as some which are 
trapped. Their fur was of excep­ 
tionally fine quality. 
The muskrats, I unders t a n d, 
w e r e trapped in upper S u g a r 
Creek. 
Apparently there are more than 
the usual number of the animals 
in Fayette County stream s t h i s 
year, although the catch has been 
steadily dwindling over a period of 
years.

CRABTREE has been tra p p in g 
for $5 years, and has made some 
valuable catches.

swamps of Fayette County teemed 
with tens of thousands of musk­ 
r a t , but little attention was given 
them except when they were trap ­ 
ped or shot for their fine fur. 
These aquatic rodents are vege­ 
tarians and arc found throughout 
the United Stages and Can a d s 
Their hind feet are webbed to aid 
them in swimming.

THEY CET their nam e from a 
musky scent which they emit, and 
their homes invariably are in the 
banks of stream s and pools.

. w ater line. When stream s are at 
flood stage they lose their happy 
homes until the water recedes, and 
they take 
refuge 
wherever they 
can, usually in driftwood 
Sometimes

the 
bes vcr 
in 
building 
dome-shaped 
homes of reeds, sticks, and mud, 
where they spend part of t h e i r 
time. These are in shallow water, 
where draft has lodged. 
Some people are fond of the 
meat of muskrats, claiming it is 
unusually tender and flavorful, 
and that there is no animal clean­ 
er in its habits. 
Fifty years ago, when m uskrats 
were much more abundant t h a n 
at present, their pelts sold for only 
a few cents each, and one that 
brought IO cents 
was

Mink also inhabit stream banks, 
and are decidedly carniverous, or 
flesh eaters, but are rath er scarce 
throughout this area. 
Racoons are chiefly flesh eaters 
and den in hollow trees, and logs.

Total of 1,747 
Tests Made in 
Diabetes Drive 


The 
recent Diabetic Detection 
Drive sponsored by the W ashington 
C. H. Rotary Club included 1,747 
tests, it was announced Saturday. 
The county schools through the 
first six grades were tested, with 
a total of 1,570 students participat­ 
ing. National Cash Register a n d 
Armco employes took part, with 
177 individuals subm ittm g speci­ 
mens. 
There were 14 positive tests in 
all, and two of these were adults. 
These individuals will be further 
evaluated by their local physicians. 
A positive test does not necessarily 
imply a diagnosis of diabetes. 
It is anticipated that this testing 
program will be carried out on a 
larger scale next year. 
All individuals with positive tests 
will be notified through the Health 
Departm ent.
